experience in the last three days. 
Early Friday morning the village was 
awakened by an explosion which shook 
the windows in the farm houses all 
around. 
The big frame building used 
by Charles Cockran as a storage ware 
house had blown up. 
There was no 
fire in it and no oil or explosives 
were 
stored 
there. 
The 
build­ 
ing 
had evidently 
been torn to 
pieces 
by 
the 
force of dynamite 
or some other explosives. At noon car­ 
penters at work on the house of L. G. 
Van Vleet found a stick of dynamite 
attached to a half burned fuse under 
the house, and this confirmed the opin­ 
ion th at dynamite was used on the store 
house. 
A meeting of citizens was held and a 
committee appointed to discover the 
perpetrator of the outrage. 
Yesterday 
Harrison Bundy went into his barn 
and found another stick of dynamite 
and a half burned fuse on the floor. 
Andover is in a state of terror. 
The 
streets are patrolled at night by vol­ 
unteers and every effort is being made 
to locate the miscreant. Rewards have 
been offered but have brought no new 
evidence. 


Zeki Pasha, a Turkish Marshal, Massa­ 
cres Armenians at Sassun. 
L o n d o n , N o v . 19.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Vienna says th at a letter 
has been received there from Smyrna 
reporting th at Zeki Pasha, a Turkish 
marshal, with a detachment of Nizams 
and a field battery, massacred 2,000 
Armenians at Sassun. 
The bodies of 
the dead were left unburied and their 
presence has caused an outbreak of 
cholera. Many Christians are reported 
to have fled by secret paths across the 
Russian frontier. 
So far there has been no official con­ 
firmation of this news, but if it is true 
it is time the powers share in the re­ 
sponsibility by their failure to enforce 
article 61 of the Berlin treaty, which 
imposes on them the duty of seeing 
th at the porte takes measures to pro­ 
tect Armenians.

Europe, but th at they still have confi­ 
dence in Great Britain.

affairs in the Guatemalan cabinet. 


W a s h in g t o n , 
N o v . 
19.—Secretary 
Carlisle spent Saturday evening with 
the President at Woodley and went J 
out there again yesterday, talking 
over the various suggestions under 
consideration for the plan of finance 
reform. 
It is understood it has been 
decided th at a comprehensive plan will 
be subm itted to congress which shall 
provide, among other things, for a new 
basis for national bank circula«ion, 
and for preventing the constant presen­ 
tation of legal tenders for redemption. 
The assets of the national bank will be, 
under some conditions, its basis of cir­ 
culation; and, in some way, it will be 
required to maintain a large deposit of 
legal tenders, sufficient in the aggre­ 
gate of national hanks to absorb the 
greater part of the outstanding legal 
tenders, which would be represented 
in circulation by national bank notes. 
The inspection, redemption and other 
im portant features of the national 
bank system are to remain practically 
unchanged. 
The repeal of the state bank tax will 
not be recommended. 
One of the plans under consideration 
to secure prompt redemption of bank 
notes is the establishm ent of bauch re­ 
demption agencies, under the control 
of the treasury, in the leading com­ 
mercial cities of the country. Redemp­ 
tion would be somewhat more rapid 
probably than under the existing sys­ 
tem. 
One of the im portant objects 
sought by the administration is the 
term ination of the existing system of 
banking by the government. It desires 
to see the pressure for gold for export 
shifted from the treasury to the banks, 
and prompt redemption of notes in coin 
at the counters of the banks is con­ 
sidered im portant to accomplish this 
result. 
A compulsory deposit of legal 
tenders is likely to be recommended 
for immediate relief. 
Another feature of the new plan 
may be the gradual retirem ent of the 
legal tender paper issued during the 
w ar and under the Sherman silver act. 
Several plans have been suggested for 
securing the retirem ent of these notes, 
but none has yet been decided upon. 
The difficult features of such action is 
the necessity of redeeming the notes 
by actual cash raised by taxation. 
The executive committee of 
the 
American Bimetallic league has called 
a conference at St. Louis for Nov. 27 
a t which the present situation will be 
fully discussed, and the policy to be 
hereafter pursued by the friends of 
free coinage of silver be decided upon. 


Boiler Explosion at Elwood Gave 
Town a Terrific Shaking; Up. 


E lw o o d , Ind., Nov. 19.—The boiler 
explosion here, which resulted in the 
death of Norman Clarke, engineer at 
the Elwood Electric Light and Street 
railway power house, did much more 
damage to property than was apparent 
a t first. 
The loss is estimated at $35,- 
000 to the plant alone, with little in­ 
surance, and the loss to private resi­ 
dences will amount to $5,000. That no 
more lives were lost is little short of a 
miracle. 
The plant will be rebuilt 
a t one of the term inals of the line. 
President Stout of Cincinnati, who is 
a t the head of the company, hopes to 
have the street cars and the electric 
light systems running again by Jan. 
15. 
In the meantime the city is in 
darkness, as it was lighted from the 
plant.

TO RUN OFF FILTH 


ROCK COUNTY’S N EW SE W E R 
f CAN BE PLUGGED. 


Courts Have Held 1'hat the W ater Can* 
not Be Polluted to the Extent of In* 
luring it For Any Ordinary Use— 
Parallel 
Case 
in 
Indiana De­ 
cided. 


The building of the new county 
sewer can be stopped if it pollutes the 
w ater of the river so th a t it makes it 
impure or essentially unfit for ordi­ 
nary use. 
An instance is cited where 
th e 
Indianapolis 
W ater 
Company 
brought an action for an injunction, 
against the American Straw Board 
Company in the United States court 
for 
Indiana, 
to 
restrain 
the 
Straw 
Board 
Company 
from 
polluting 
the 
w ater 
of 
W hite river, by discharging into it 
certain filth which passed through the 
factory. 
In the opinion rendered by the 
court in February, 1893, which is re­ 
ported in the Fifty-third Federal Re­ 
porter, 970, the court among other 
things laid down the following as es­ 
tablished principles of law: 
“A riparian proprietor upon a non­ 
navigable stream is entitled, in the 
absence of grant, license or prescrip­ 
tion lim iting his rights, to have the 
stream which washes his lands flow, 
as it is wont by nature to flow, w ith­ 
out m aterial diminution or alteration. 
Every riparian proprietor 
has the 
rig h t to 
insist 
th a t the 
stream 
shall flow to his lands in the usual 
quantity and quality, and a t its n a t­ 
ural place and height. 
He owes the 
duty of perm itting it to flow off his 
land to the lower riparian proprietor 
in its accustomed quantity, quality, 
place and level. 
Cannot Pollute the Waters. 
“ The propiietor has no property in 
the flowing w ater, which is not the 
subject of riparian ownership; but he 
may use it for any purpose to which it 
can be beneficially applied, w ithout 
m aterially injury to the rights of oth­ 
ers. 
Any diversion or obstruction of 
the w ater which substantially dimin­ 
ishes its volume, or the depositing of 
any substances in the stream which 
con up or pollute the w ater to such a 
degree as to essentially impair its 
purity, and prevent its use for any 
reasonable and proper purpose, to 
which running water is usually ap­ 
plied, is an infringem ent of the right 
of such owners of land through which 
th e stream flows. 
An action for dam 
ages may be m aintained by a riparian 
proprietor for the pollution of 
stream . 
“ So a perpetual injunction will be 
granted to restrain such pollution, 
especially if it is of a continuous na 
ture even when the plaintiff conic 
only recover nom inal damages at law, 
because of the inconvei ience of re 
peated actions, and the danger of the 
acquisition of an adverse right to pol­ 
lute it by its continuous for twenty 
years. 
So also a perpetual injunction 
will be granted to restrain the poilu 
tion of a stream where the nature o 
th e injury is such as to render it diffi 
cult or im practicable to adequately 
measure the damages and fully com 
penBate for the w rong.”

fierce onslaught of July 22, when the 
hopeless, half starved southern men and 
the gallant men of the west met in a 
m ighty gladiatorial contest which re­ 
sulted in the fall of Atlanta. 
These are matters for the historian, 
h u t what I am going to recount is one 
o f these wild, weird romances with 
"which this 
terrible 
conflict was so 
draught, and here is the strange story: 
“ On to the sea!” was the watchword 
of Sherman’s armies, and the sullen and 
bogged retreat of the Confederates to 
Jonesboro was the first movement of the 
•defeated and despairing Confederates. 
Jonesboro was a little inland town, 
nestled amid field and forest, inter­ 
spersed with beautiful undulating hills 
and grassy valleys green w ith the hope 
of the harvest, but little suited as a de­ 
fensive point for the bruised and batter­ 
ed legions who were recoiling slowly to­ 
ward the southern sea. 
Breastworks had been hastily thrown 
up flanking the line of tho Central rail­ 
road, and in the ditches behind them tho 
straggling remnant of obstinate Confed­ 
erates was intrenched. 
It was a gloriously beautiful summer 
day when the skirmish line of the north­ 
ern hosts debouched from the works 
and took up position in front of these 
breastworks. 
Taken by surprise after relying in 
T ain on tho ability of the southern 
tro o p s to check the onflow of the le­ 
g io n s of the conquering hosts, the wom­ 
en and children, led by the lame and 
the halt and the aged men of the conn- j 
try, were fleeing for life, panic stricken 
and utterly demoralized. 
As the sun rose over tho swelling 
ridges the eyes of the soldiers of either 
arm y caught the gleam of a little white 
tent, half hidden in a wood, just a lit- i 
tie to the left of the line of attack, and 
above it fluttered a tiny white flag no 
bigger than a man’s hand. 
It was a woman’s handkerchief, and 
a ll the chivalrous feelings of tho Amer­ 
ican soldier were aroused as the grim 
veterans caught sight of that little ap­ 
pealing bit of cambric floating there 
through the uprising mists of war. Tho 
order was passed to respect that flag, 
and when the great guns began their 
work and shot and shell were hurled 
blazing and crashing across field and 
-wood from either direction never a gun­ 
ner trained his piece toward a point 
near that little white tent. 
The battle W’as fiercely fought, but 
th e combat was of short duration, and 
as the shadows lengthened eastward the 
southern troops were seen iii full re­ 
treat, leaving the field to the trium ­ 
phant Federals. 
As they swept forward a drummer 
boy, Otto Barden, of a Pennsylvania 
regiment paused by the little white tent 
in the wood. 
Guards in blue uniform surrounded 
it, and while the smoke of battle swirled 
abovo aud around there was a plaintive 
cry from the tent, and the stalwart sur­
